JAPANESE DRIVEN BACK 


Islanders Made Desperate As- 


saults on Heights, Bat 


Were Bepulsed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 'Aug. I.—3:50 p. 


to.—At last the decisive' battle of the 
oampiugn seems to be in process. Hav- 
ing completed his' enveloping movement 
of the Russian position General Knroki 
had ordered simultaneously an advance 
fiom all points against Hai. Cheng and 
Liao Yang. Fighting is raging on both; ^ 
fronts and .still • continues. — Thrr-latest- -^ 
reports contain'nothing yet confirmatory' 
of tho'rumors that General Kuropatkin 
has been defeated. According to Kuro- 
patkin's official dispatch to the emperor, 
the battle began for the possession of the 
important position at Simouchcng, which 
Is located at the juncture of the Feng- 
wangcheng and Siuyen roads. Two sepa- 
rate armies were launched from the cast 
above the two roads, while a third, un- 
der General Oku, moved up east of the 
railroad from Ta Tche K.iao, to try to 
cut off the Russian force there from Hai 
Cheng. If the latter move is successful 
this force will be crushed. A portion of 
Gen. Kuroki's army at the same time ad- 
vanced ngninst Gen. Count Keller's posi- 
tion at Ikhavuen, east of Liao Yang, try- 
ing the favorite Japanese plan of out- 
flanking him on the right. . Still further 
north, on the Saimatsza-Liao Yang road 
tho- Japanese moved forward against 
Houtsiatzc, 25 miles from Liao Yang. At 
all points the Japanese employed artil- 
lery to tho best advantage. 


GREAT ANXIETY FELT. ' 


Gen. Kuropatkin'* situation will be 


'desperate in the event of his defeat. The 
keenest anxiety ia felt nt the war of- 
fice for news of the progress of the but- 
tle.The general staff seems utterly dumb- 
founded at the number of mon the Japa- 
nese possess and consequently Kuropat- 
kin's statement that they are landing 
jinother heavy force at the port of New 
Chwang adds to the solicitude. 


DEATH OF KELLER. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch from Gen. 


Kuropatkin to the emperor dated today 
Bays: 


"All our positions wore retained at Si- 


moucheng when the fighting ceased at 
6:45 p. m., July 31, but I have not yet 
received reports of the operations on 
the extreme rijfht flank.

the same day, there was a long distance 
artillery duel, which had little effect. A 
single shell bursting over a Russian gun 
tilled two and wounded eleven gunners. 


On Saturday night the Japanese made 


a desperate assault on Kangwa heights' 
with the bayonet, and a hand to hand 
fight ensued, but tho Japanese were 
again repulsed, fleeing down the hill.in 
confusion. 


Tho Japanese are said to have em- 


ployed .their customary trick while 
charging, by shouting Russian: 


"Don't fire, we are friends." 
The Japanese renewed 'the attack at 


daylight yesterday morning,'training all 
of their guns on Kangwa heights. By .6 
o'clock the fight had developed along the 
whole,front of fourteen miles and was 
especially hot against Gen. Mistchcnko, 
The Russian artillery did magnificently, 
several.times forcing the-J.apanese bat- 
teries to shift their positions. Tho Rus- 
sians are holding all their positions at 
the hour when this dispatch is sent from 
Hai Cheng. 


The heat is almost unbearable and is 


trying to the fighting men, but even 
while marching under the blazing sun 
and weighted down by accoutrements 
and ammunition, often without food or 
drink all day, tho men try to be cheerful 
and sing songs while grim work is in 
progress.

OF ASPHALT CO.'S SEIZURE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The first of- 


ficial account of the action of the Vene- 
zuelan government in respect to the seiz- 
ure of the properties of the New York 
and Bermudez Asphalt company has 
com* to the state department in a cable- 
grain from Minister Bowen at Caracas 


Mr. Bowen says that suit was brought 


by the Venezuelan government against 
the Asphalt company on the'grpilnd that 
it had failed-to carry out'certain por 
tions of its concessions,"especially those 
requiring it to dig canals, dredge canals 
in the rivers and export other products 
than asphalts Because of tho company's 
failure in those matters the Venezuelan 
government asked the court to order an 
embargo (corresponding to the ordinary 
American injunction) and to appoint n 
custodian for'receiver.

!LJeut. Gen. Count Keller at the open-? 


ing jof the war w«« in command of .'the 
SeCpni Siberian army division. He was 
,84 iyear» old,and resigned the governor- 
ship (qf Bkaterino«lair in order to go to 
the .front. Gen. Keller took' part In the 
ithrie, campaigns cl the . KiuBO-Turlosli 
vrii. In 1887. he commanded tie imper- 
ial; rifle .regiment and later vas director 
'cif the corps of imperial page*, by which 
Keller came in contact •with tm members 
of tha Imperial family-witb»hom he 
was a great favorite. Gen. «ler vra" 
considered to be the possessolfof cool 
judgment and to be; a fine strategist. 
Though a strict di«db)inarian, Keller was 
a kind and careful" office^ and popular 
•with -his men. He wore a short, gray 
beard, had keen blue eyes, and dressed in 
khaki. His only decoration was the 
cross of the military order of St. George 
•which he -wore in. the breast ,of his tunic; 
He sustained two reverses>t the hands 
of thetJapanese recently, July '4 and,July 
17, being topubeftSn'attacks on,the .Mo- 
tion pass. 


FELL MORTALLY WOUNDED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 1—The re- 


port of Lieut. Gon. Count Keller's death 
is confirmed. He was killed July 29, 
whilo resisting the preliminary attack 
of Gen. Knroki's army on the Yanze 
pass, thirty miles east of Liao Yang. The 
general was standing near a battery 
which was subjected to a terrific fire 
•when a: Shell burst close to him and ho 
feUV mortally wounded, dying twenty 
minutes later. Before he-expired Gen. 
Keller had the satisfaction of knowing, 
that the Japanese attack had been re- 
pulsed. 


•General Keller was the first Russian 


military commander to lose his life-in 
this-war. He resigned the high lucra- 
tive'position of governor of Bkatorinos- 
laffrto 'go to the front and exchanged, 
places -with General Zassalitcb, who may 
noWTesnrae the eb-mmiuid of the first Sfc 
berlan army corps. 


The loss of General Keller is deeply 


felt in court circles. He was a personal 
favorite of the 
emperor.. His sister, 


Countess Klelmrnlcha, is one of the lead- 
ers of St. Petersburg society. 


CRUISERS TO LEAVE SOON. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 1.—Prepara- 


tions have been completed .for the depar- 
ture under the command of Rdar Admi- 
ral Enquist, of the cruiser division of th« 
Second Russian Pacific squadron now ly- 
ing off Cronstadt. Tie war ships will 
weigh anchor and put to sea- under sealed 
orders within thrco days. It is also be- 
lieved that the auxiliary cruisers Don 
and Ural, which probably are the ships 
reported as passing Copenhagen with two 
.-torpedo boats, .will- be:followed at once 
by other converted merchantmen. This 
time the admiralty has resolved that 
there shall be no question of the char- 
acter of tie warship* engaged in stqp- 
plng:-oontrabond. The'Don and Ural will 
replace tha fit. Petersburg and Smolensk', 
which win. come home and be recommii- 
gioned.

and that Russia will pay a heavy bill of 
damages. The semi-official statements 
that neither Washington nor London 
takes the sinking of the Knight Com- 
mander seriously .are doubtless made to 
avoid exciting'the public .mind. A na- 
tion that did not take seriously the sink- 
ing of an unresisting neutral vessel with- 
out blockade or trial might as well, the 
London Morning Post cautiously re- 
marks, disband its navy and turn its 
commerce over to-some stronger protec- 
tor. 


It is Drcttably well that this incident 


does not strike the public mind so for- 
cibly s.3 far less flagrant invasion of neu- 
tral rights in the-Red Sea highway.'ot. 
commerce. .For..that reason it will- ba 
possible for the two cabinets concerned 
to make the necessary representations 
to": Russia "without* embarrassment by 
popular excitement.. It is quite certain 
that we shall have .some definite an- 
nouncement of policy and position by 
both governments in a few days, unless 
Mr. Hay should prefer to wait for the 
seizure of an American ship.' 


The Knight commander incident itself 


is mere important for the principle in- 
volved than for any material injury in- 
flicted upon either nation.

different employers of domestics Im this 
city, over the union which'waa formed 
last Wednesday night, a full account of 
which was published in the Journal, 


Attempts were made to interview sev- 


eral of the ladies who employ from one 
to four domestics, and while many oj 
them talked freely on the subject, not 
one would allow herself to be quoted. 
There la a general feeling of indignation, 
not entirely unmixed with alarm, over 
the situation, which threatens'to develop 
a* a result of the formation of the union. 


DENY ILL TREATMENT. 


Several of the ladies werp greatly 


vexed over the fact that the 'girls in 
their rules seemed to insinuate that they 
had been most unfairly treated in the 
past. One of them said: "My Servants 
have been with me for several years, and 
with the exception of a. couple of things 
demanded, which are' manifestly absurd, 
they have received exactly the treatment 
called for by the- union rule*,* In fact, 
they have been granted many special 
privileges which they had no right to 
expect. I have talked with them about 
this union, and they all. say they have 
heard nothing of it, and will not join 
it if they are asked to do so. These con- 
ditions, I believe, exist in nearly every 
other home on Main street." 


THIS WOMAN IS INDIGNANT. 


Another prominent society leader was 


interviewed, and consented to; talk at 
length' on the situation. . She said .that 
she had heard her girls discussing the 
mien, but when she had asked them .if 
they intended joining, they were unable 
to give satisfactory answers. She had al- 
ways treated every one'in her service in 
a fair and liberal manner, and had run 
her house for yean' with a minimum of 
friction. "However," she said, "if* my 
domestics' endeavor to bind me to any 
schedule of rules a* was published in 
your paper, there will be trouble. Not 
one of them will remain here over twen- 
ty-four hours, and if they, are successful' 
In boycotting me, I will close up the 
house and either travel or take up my 
residence at the hotel." 


RECEIVED WITH ALARM. 


Many other ladies were seen, and al- 


most without exception they were appar- 
ently bewildered at the very thoughts 
of having thi peace and quiet of their 
tontes invaded by the 'friction •• which 
they seemed to think went with, the em- 
ployment of organized labor. •

Mr. Hans. Jensen, president of the 


Trades t Labor council was approached 
on the matter, by a Journal reporter. 
He stated that up to last night no for-

saking factory work for domestic ser- 
vice, and* would then make-it much'eai- 
ier to secure competent help at short no- 
tice. The desertion of the factories by 
ihe girls, Mr. Jensen characterised as a 
{odd thing, ai it-would leave many-more 
ilaces to be-filled by men.

t Labor council would co-operate with 
ihe girls, and would give them the benc- 
tt of years of experience in the manage- 
ment of union affairs. It would also 
render them all the asistance possible in 
enlarging its .membership and gaining a 
foothold in the city.

Bail at First Refused, But Finally All owed, and 


Prisoner Liberated After Hot Discussion 


on Bonds of $500 - Another 


Official Treated Likewise. 


'. CHICAGO, July 20—President George 
F. Gdlden of the te '.rasters' union turned 
itrike picket today, defied Police Inspec- 
tor Nicholas Hunt and met a Waterloo. 
The inspector, with his club whirling in 
the air, ran up » flight oi stairs leading 
to GoWtn'a ofllce, near the stock yards, 


. and seizin;,' the labor leader by the arm, 
mnrched Golden to the sti-est. The team- 
sters' president was put in charge of a 
Fcrgeant tmd sent to the stock yards 
police station, a prisoner. Thus, for the 
first time, a chief of the striking thou- 
sands was taken into custody. Golden 
discovered n wagon owned by Terry & 
Co., being driven past his office. Putting 
his head out of the window, ho called to 
tho teamster, "Where arc you going?" 


'"Anywhere I please so long as I at- 


tend to my own business," was the reply, 
whereupon Golden ordered the driver to 
turn back. 


WAS FINALLY "SHUT UP." 


The inspector heard the command and 


reassured tho teamster, telling him to 
go on about his business. Then came a 
war of words, Golden paying his com- 
pliments to the inspector. Hunt, shak- 
ing his club at the strike loader, declared 
there would be an immediate arrest if 
Golden did not "shut up." He did not 
•"shut up," so the inspector shut him up, 
constructively at least, at the station. 


The arrest caused intense excitement 


and within two minutes several thou- 
•and men had gathered to watch the pro- 
ceedings. 
"This b an outrage," declared- Golden. 


"I havo been guilty of no offense against 
the.law, yet I am taken up like- a cora- 
•mon criminal. I shall sec whether a high 
and mighty inspector of police is more 
high and mighty than tho rights of a 
citizen." 


BOTH SENT TO CELLS. 


At tho time of Golden's arrest the

ADMITTED TO BAIL'.

Golden was in a cell nearly two hours 


before Inspector Hunt relented. The 
prisoner was released on bonds of $300, 
signed by Nicholas Gier, president of 
the butchers' union. Golden was liber- 
ated only on condition that he remain 
away from labor headquarters until 
after his hearing tomorrow rooming. 
George T. Busse, another official of the 
teamsters' union, who was arestcd with 
Golden,.was .likewise freed 'on $300. 
bonds signed by Gier. 


GOVERNMENT TO INTERFERE. 
If tho freighl handlers' union should 


attempt to enforce nn order forbidding 
all members from handling consignments 
to and from the stock yards the action 
would be fought by the American Anti- 
boycott association and the federal au- 
thorities would be asked to intervene. 
So asserted Daniel Davenport, executive 
agent of the association, who arrived in 
Chicago from Bridgeport, Conn., today. 
The freight handlers' order was adopted 
by its council and then suspended, pend- 
ing a call from President Donnelly. 


"Enforcement of an order of that kind 


would be n gross violation of the federal 
statute," said Mr. Davenport. "The law 
provides the heaviest penalties for such 
an act. If the freight handlers attempt 
it they would have the federal authori- 
ties down on them in a minute, and I 
am here to look out for the interests of 
our members. The association, is prepared 
to invoke assistance from the govern 
ment. 


"Freight handling comes within the

27, 1001, and died March 15 of the same 
year from' the effects of his wound, and 
M. Spiaguine, M. von Plevhe's successor, 
assassinated April 10, 1902, by a Btudent 
named Balmasboff, and the attempts on 
Prince Abolemsky, now governor general 
of Finland, while governor of Kharkoff, 
ha being fired at four times Aug. 11, 
1002, and Prince Galitzsin, governor gen- 
eral of tho CausuBUS,'who was ^tabbed 
by three natives in the outskirts of Aif- 
lis, Oct. 27, 1903. The more recent mur- 
ders of Gov.

HOURS OF TRAINMEN. 


Chicago Daily News: The investigation 


into the Glenwood wreck brought out 
various admissions showing that the 
safeguards to human life were insuffi- 
cient.

His 
nreman declares that he had been at 
work for seventeen hours. One need not 
be a psychologist to know that there 
comes a time when, after protracted ef- 
fort, the mind refuses to grasp ideas or 
tako cognizance of facts. Any one who 
has undergone the experience of too lit- 
tlo sleep during two or thieo days of 
continuous work knows that even the 
strongest effort to concentrate the atten- 
tion fails. Stare as ho may at tho print- 
ed pago or tho row of figures or the set 
of signals, the exhumated worker can not 
grasp their meaning clearly. 


Thero are occasions la almost every In- 


dustry where an extension of the hours 
of work is the only means of meeting 
emergencies. In many cases the result- 
ing impairment of ability'is not a seri- 
ous matter. If mfstakes are -mndo they 
<;an be corrected, usually without great 
loss. In the railway business tho prac- 
tice ol overworking trainmen is a far 
more serious matter. It tends to impair 
the efficiency of the service in one of its 
most vital features-isafely In tho oper- 
ation of trains. The emergencies which 
might justify overwork occasionally in 
other industries can not bo considered a 
sufficient reason-for countenancing tho 
practice in » business in which;the safety 


• the traveling public is direotly in- 


volved.

The inspector, with his club whirling in 
the air, ran up a flight of stairs leading 
to Golden's office, near the stock yards, 
and seizing the labor leader by the arm, 
mnrched Golden to the streat. The team- 
sters' president was put in charge of a 
sergeant and sent to the stock yards 
police station, a prisoner. Thus, for the 
first time, a chief of the striking thou- 
sands was taken into custody. Golden 
discovered a wagon owned by Terry & 
Co., being driven past his office. Putting 
his head ont of the window, he called to 
the teamster, "Where are you going?" 


'"Anywhere I please so long aa I at- 


tend to my own business," was the reply, 
whereupon Golden ordered the driver to 
turn back. 


WAS JTNALLY "SHUT UP." 


The inspector heard the command and 


reassured the teamster, telling him to 
go on about his business. Then came a 
war of words, Golden paying his com- 
pliments to the inspector. Hunt, shak- 
ing his club at the strike leader, declared 
there would be on immediate arrest if 
Golden did not "shut up." He did not 
•"shut up," so the inspector shut him up, 
.constructively at least, at the station. 


The arrest caused intense excitement 


»nd within two minutes several thou- 
sand men had gathered to watch the pro- 
ceedings. 


"This is an outrage," declared 'Golden. 


"I have been guilty of no offense against 
\ke law, yet I am taken up like a com-; 
TOon criminal. I shall see whether a high 
and mighty inspector of police ia moi'e 
high and mighty than the rights of a 
citizen." 


BOTH SENT TO CELLS. 


'At the time of Golden's arrest the 


police also took into custody G. T. Buaer, 
who was in the teamsters' headquarters.' 
He was charged with interfering with an 
officer. A patrol wagon was called from 
,the nearest policce station, whither the 
•two prisoners were taken. Golden had; 
two bondsmen at the station when he 
arrived there, but the captain in charge, 
•cting under orders from the inspector, 
refused to liberate Golden or Buscr on 
bail. Both prisoners were sent to cells 
vehemently protesting against what they 
declared was an outrage. 


DEMANDED BAIL BE GIVEN. 


When Inspector Hunt drove up to the 


police station in which Golden was in- 
carcerated, on angry throng of the lea- 
ders of the strike, summoned to a meet- 
ing almost directly across the street to 
consider a possible renewal of the walk- 
out of the livestock handlers, surround- 
ed the station having abandoned the 
meeting temporarily, for what was con- 
sidered a more important, question. The 
labor leaders had vainly demanded that 
the prisoners be booked and admitted to 
bail according to ordinary custom. 


The strike leaders had also insisted 


on seeing the prisoners but were re- 
fused. An attempt to institute .habeas 
corpus proceedings for Golden's release 
was imminent when the inspector came.

The general public ia disposed to re- 


gard the crime as intimately connected 
with the far reaching terrorist plot re- 
vealed, last summer by the arrest of 
Gerschuninj the Russian revolutionary 
agitator, at Kief, where he had gone to 
organize an attempt on the emperor's 
life at Saroff, duringHhe ceremonies in- 
cident to the canonization of St. Sera- 
phim. The subsequent trial established 
the fact.that Gerschunin was the head 
ol a murderous conspiracy similar.to the 
Nihilist conspiracies of the early eighties, 
the object of which was to create a reign 
of terror in Eussiii by killing .ministers, 
governors and the emperor himself. Ger- 
achuniu is a Jew and was a former petty 
official of St. Petersburg. The perpetrat- 
ors of the murders, as well as the vic- 
tims were to be selected by lot. The se- 
ries of crimes resulting from this con- 
spiracy began with the attempt on the 
life of Privy Counsellor Pobiedonogtseff, 
chief procurator of the Holy Synod, who 
was fired at by a man named Logowski 
March 22, 1901, and included the killing 
of M. Bogdanovitch, ex-governor general 
of Uga, European .Russia, who was as- 
sassinated May 19, 1903; M..Bogoliehoff, 
former minister >pf,; public ^instruction, 
who was shot by Peter Karpovich, Feb. 
27, '1901, and died March 15 of the same 
rear from' the effects of his wound, and 
tf. Spiaguine, M. von Plevhe's nuccessor, 
assassinated April 16, 1902, by a student

HOURS OF TRAINMEN. 


Chicago Daily News: The investigation 


into the Glen wood wreck brought out 
various admissions showing that the 
safeguards to human life were insuffi- 
cient. But one fact -which stands out 
conspicuous among them ia that some of 
the trainmen had been working continu- 
ously for a cruelly long time. The en- 
gineer of the freight train which caused 
the wreck had been on duty, according: 
to the reports, for fifteen hours. His 
fireman declares that he had been at 
work for seventeen hours. One need not 
be a psychologist to know that there 
comes a time when, after protracted ef- 
fort, the mind refuse* to grasp ideas or 
take cognizance of fact*. Any one who 
has undergone the experience of too lit- 
tle deep during two or three days of 
continuous work knows that even the 
strongest effort to concentrate the atten- 
tion fails. Stare as he may at the print- 
ed page or the row of figures or the sot 
of lignals, the exhmnted worker can not 
grasp their meaning clearly. 


There are occasions In almost every in- 


dustry where an extension of the hours 
of work is the only means of meeting 
emergencies. In' many oases the result- 
ing impairment of shinty is not a eeri- 
ous matter. If'mfstakes areTo«d» they 
Ian be corrected, usually without great 
loss. In the railway busincM the prac- 
tice of overworking trainmen is a far 
more serious matter. It.tends to impair 
the efficiency of the service in one of its 
most vit»l fentures-^ealely fn the oper- 
ation of trains. The emergencies which 
might justify overwork occasionally In 
other industries can not be considered a 
sufficient reason for countenancing the 
practice In a business in which the safety 
of the traveling publio is directly in-

The reply of President Roosevelt to 


the notification committee chosen by the 
national Republican convention -was an 
exposition of national affairs as conduct- 
ed by theRepublican party, a review of 
its legislation, and an explicit endorse- 
ment of the great issues as expounded 
in the national platform. A more form 
at acceptance is, he says, to be given to 
the country nt a later date in -which -will 
"be treated at a. great length the vital ia- 
sues at (take. 


He declares the party la not silent up- 


on any vital question, that tie policy ol 
the Republican party is continuous and 
it has been uniform in all sections and 
localities. The Republican party has 
proved its worth and given its guarantee 
as to promises for -the future. We do 
not have to depend on promises, says the 
president, but our record can be taken as 
an earnest of -what we shall continue to 
do. He well says the Democratic party 
either openly or secretly according to 
temperament now are asking the people 
to trust them in consideration they are 
to treat their past promises as null and 
void. 


As to trusts, the president declares 


the Republican party has kept its prom- 
ise—it has actually performed, not in. 
mere words but in actual results., and 
the party has not needed to promise to 
tarn the rascals out, but it has shown in 
every deed. Where public officials have 
betrayea their trust they will be punish- 
ed to the fullest extent of-the law re- 
gardless of the politics. Never, says the 
president, has the administration of the 
government been in a higher plane, and 
never has the public work been done 
more honestly and efficiently. 


The gold standard is referred to and 


so long as the Republican party ia in 
power tnis standard will be upheld, de- 
clares the president. The interest bear- 
ing debt has been largely reduced and 
despite the Panama canal expenditures- 
the excess of revenue for the fiscal y«ar 
has been $9,000,000. The protective tar- 
iff is treated of, saying whenever the 
need arises there should be a readjust- 
ment of schedules when such can be 
made with safety, only by those who 
have shown their devotion to the cause 
of protection. Those who denounce pro^ 
tection as a robbery commit themselves 
to the proposition that if it is they who 
are to revise the tariff, no heiid will be 
paid to the necessity for maintaining 
.just differences between the wages stan- 
dard in this country and abroad. Ho 
asks that the promises ol the Democratic 
party and those of-the Republican party 
be judged by the immediate -past. As to 
reciprocity tho president takes his posi- 
tion with that outlined by McKinley in 
his last speech, which urged extension of 
our foreign markets when by reciprocal 
agreements such could be done without 
injury to American industry and labor. 
He said it was singular that the Demo- 
crots opposed the only really important 
reciprocity treaty recently adopted, that 
with Cuba, and yet they are now declar- 
ing for reciprocity, and says this affords 
another opportunity for comparing Re- 
publican deeds with Democratic prom- 
ises. 


In this connection the president refers 


to the fact that there were differences 
among the Republicans, but that there 
was. no rupture, no sacrifice of principal 
and only tho best resulted from the Re- 
publican policy of freedom of debate and 
thoroughness of discussion of public 
measures. Labor is treated of and,ho 
well gays each kind of organization ol 
capital or of labor is to be favored so 
long as it acts in a spirit of justice and 
of regard for rights of others, for no 
man Is above the law and no man below 
the law. The problems are manifold but 
the way to approach them is with a 
spirit of honesty, of courage and of com- 
mon sense. The Panama canal, lie says, 
is an araured fact and that it would be 
unwise to entrust its construction to 
those who have endeavored to defeat 
the whole undertaking. 


Our foreign policy receives suitable 


mention and our interests in the Pacific, 
In the Philippines he says to now with- 
draw our government from the islands 
would, mean the loss of the barely won 
civil freedom of the people there. 


President Roosevelt is always happy 


in bis expressions and summing up o: 
conclusions and without a more forma 
acceptance this reply to the admirable 
address of Speaker Cannon would alone 
be perfectly acceptable to the country 
It is as felicitous as it ia .thoroughly 


expressive of the best thoughts of Re- 
publicanism.

The crests c 
tho hills held by tho Russians were con 
verted into a raging volcano and cart 
was thrown up in geysers by the coi 
tinuous rain of bursting 
shells until 


sand and dust hung in a cloud overhead 
and flro among the trees and grass, 
started by the 
shells, added 
stifling 


smoke and heat to the awful glare of the 
tropical sun. Tho shrapnel, like great 
white-winged birds sailed overhead. The 
moan and drone of their coming could 
be heard plainly and the Russians threw 
themselves behind rocks and other shel- 
ters as the missiles burst. 


Tho Japanese shifted the' position of 


their guns, both to- escape the Russian 
firo ancl to try and locate the masked 
batteries of their opponents. Late in 
the afternoon they got in a position that 
enabled them to sweep the plain behind 
tho hills occupied by the Russians and 
came dangerously near locating though 
they did not quite f.nd the Russian btit- 


i terics. 


JAPS REMAINED HIDDEN. 


It was essentially an artillery battle, 


but it was remarkable and even uncanny 
that during thirteen hours it lasted the 
Russians could not make out a single 
Japanese soldier even with the 
most 


powerful glasses. From the position oc- 
cupied by Gen. ZaroubaicfFs troops not a 
single rifle shot waft fired, but the gun- 
ners on both sides worked like mad men. 
Tho air wus split and torn by the deaf- 
ening, crushing reports of tho guns, the 
dull booming of-the distant shots fur- 
nishing a background of deep bass for 
tho vicious hissing of the hurrying nies- 
geges of death exploding about the Rus 
sians. White puffs of smoke from the 
exploding shrapnel shell formed clouds 
overhead into which were thrown foun- 
tains of dust and sand when tho shells 
burst on tho ground, upon contact, show- 
ering bullets and splinters around. 


The Chinese villages in the vicinity 


•uttered terribly. The whole plnin was 
ploughed and pitted by the explosion of 
the shells. 


JAPS KEPT UP FIRING. 


With-the approach of evening the Rus- 


sians had a little relief from tho heat,

Japanese guns were distinguishable on 
tho slopes of the hills facing tho Rus- 
sians, revealing their exact position by 
tho red sparks of each cannon's mouth

ARTILLERY DUEL 


ANA TCHE KIM, 
RAINfjlAPNEL 


Correspondent Describes Extra- 


ordinary Violence ot the 


Bombardment. 


GUNNERS ON BOTH SIDES 


WOKKED LIKE MADMEN 


Battle Fought Under Terrific Heat- 


Air Split and Torn bv the Deaf- 


and Crashing 
Bcpirts. 


TOKIO, July. 30.— Op. m.—The Japa- 


nese casualties at the battle of Ta Tche 
Kiao were twelve officers and 336 men 
killed and 47 officers and 34S men wound- 
ed, a total of 1,043 killed or wounded. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 30—A spec- 


ial dispatch from Liao Yang giving a 
graphic picture of the fight at Ta Tche 
Kiao, explains that the Russian immu- 
nity from damage by the furious Japa- 
nese •bombardment was due to the fact 
that the Russian guns were mostly be- 
hind a range of steep hills and wero 
concealed cleverly by high grass and 
'trees and that the Chinese were there- 
fore unable to heliograph the position of 
the guns as they formerly had done to 
the Japanese artillerymen. 


LtKE RAGING VOLCANO. 


The Japanese had many largo calibre 


guns and used chiefly shrapnel. 
They 


used also high explosive shells. The fight 
was almost wholly an artillery duel and 
was a magnificent battle. The crests of 
the hills held by the Russians were con- 
verted into a raging volcano and earth 
was thrown up in geysers by the con- 
tinuous rain of bursting 
shells 
until 


sand and dust hung in a cloud overhead 
and fire among the trees 
arid grass, 


•started by the 
shells, added 
stifling 


smoke and heat to the awful glare of the 
tropical sun. The shrapnel, like great 
white-winged birds sailed overhead. The 
moan and drone of their coming could 
be heard plainly and the Russians threw 
themselves behind rocks and other shel- 
ters as the missiles burst. 


The Japanese shifted the position of 


their guns, both to- escape the Russian 
fire and to try and locate the masked 
batteries of their opponents. Late in 
the afternoon they got in a position that 
enabled them to sweep the plain behind 
the hills occxipied by the Russians and 
came dangerously near locating tnotigh 
they did not quite find the Russian bat- 


j terics. 


JAPS REMAINED HIDDEN. 


It was essentially an artillery battle, 


but it was remarkable and even uncanny 
that during thirteen hours it lasted the 
Russians could not make out a single 
Japanese soldier even with the most 
powerful glasses. From the position oc- 
cupied by Gen. Zaroubaieff's troops not a 
single rifle shot was fired, but the gun- 
ners on both sides worked like mad men. 
The air WHS split and torn by the deaf- 
ening, crashing reports of the guns, the 
dull booming of the distant shots fur- 
nishing a background of deep bass for 
the vicious hissing of the hurrying mea- 
•cges of death exploding about the Rus 
sians. White puffs of smoke from the 
exploding shrapnel shell formed clouds 
overhead into which were thrown foun- 
tains of dxist and sand when the shells 
burst on the ground, -upon contact, show- 
ering bullets and splinters aroxind. 


The Chinese villages in the vicinity 


•nffered terribly. The whole plain was 
ploughed and pitted by the explosion of 
the shells. 


JAPS KEPT UP FIRING. 


With- the approach of evening the Rus- 


sians had a little relief from the heat, 
but none from the Japanese, the only 
difference being that the flashes of the 
Japanese guns were distinguishable on 
the slopes of the hills facing the Rus- 
sians, revealing their exact position by 
the red sparks of each cannon's mouth 
against the sombre shadow, followed by 
the bursting of shells over the Russians. 


The wild beauty of the scene had now 


reached its zenith, the 
bombardment 


slowly diminished in intensity and half 
an hour later profound silence reigned, 
broken only now and then by the rattle 
of infantry volleys from the distant por- 
tions of the field where the battle was 
•till dragging on. 


RELUCTANT 
TO RETREAT. 


Every one, except the commanders, 


was surprised and disgusted at the or- 
der to retreat. Notwithstanding the fire 
and even the rapid approach of the Ja- 
panese the Russian retreat was carried 
out in perfect order, although the men 
and animals suffered terribly from the 
•tilting beat. 


The Russians stores of flour and other 


provisions at Ta Tche Kiao were burned 
and »s the correspondent rode north- 
ward immense columns of black smoke 
•were rising along .the horizon. 


FOUGHT NEAR THE SEA. 


The site of the battle was about three 


miles south of Ta Tche Kiao and. • two 
miles east of tiie .railroad. The sea was 
plainly discernible 
from 
the 
heights 


trerlooking the battlefield. But noth- 
ing occurred in that direction. Tlie Rua- 
ttaa jwiitioia fronted south, with a 


slight incline eastward. About two ar- 
tillery corpS were engaged:

SAY REPORT WAS FALSE 


Fall ot Port. Arthur Officially 


.Reported untrue-Heavy 


Fighting, However. 


TOKIO, July 30.-—Noon.—The rumored 


fall of Port Arthur, is officially pro- 
nounced to be untrue. 


TOKIO, July 30.-^8 p. m.—The general 


staff announced this evening that five 
Japanese officers had been killed and 
forty-one wounded in the fighting which 
has been going on around Port Arthur 
since last Tuesday. The losses in men 
are not" given. This is the first announce- 
ment of its'kind since the beginning-of 
the aeige of the fortress and it indicates 
that there has been serious fighting. 


CHEE FOO, Juiy~30—A junk which 


left Port Arthur on Thursday last at 
midnight reports terrific fighting on land 
and sea which has been going on lor 
three days. The highest Japanese au- 
thority here says that the army and 


naval commander of the besieging 


forces had planned to begin their final 
assault on Tuesday last and expected to 
effect the capture by July 29, but that 
no official reports were expected from 
the army or from Admiral Togo until 
the present attack results ia success or 
failure. 


Japanese correspondents here are now 


sending junks to .the Miaotao islands, 
ready to enter the harbor at Port Ar- 
thur immediately after the fall of the 
fortress. 


The Associated Press correspondent 


learns from the same reliable authority 
that the movements of the Russian Vlad- 
ivostok squadron has ended the present 
attack upon Port Arthur, the Japanesa 
authorities realizing that if these vessels 
were allowed to proceed unhampered any 
longer it meant the division of Admiral 
Togo fleet with the outcoming of the 
Russian ships now cooped up by him at 
Port Arthur. 


In .this city many wagers are being

The Holy 
See's lengthy reply to the French no 
though most courteously worded merely 
amounts to a polite statement that the 
pope does not intend to infringe the stip- 
ulations of the concordat and will not 
withdraw the letters calling the bishops 
of Dijon and Laval to Rome. 


It is not expected that the 'rupture 


will have any immediate consequence, 
jeyond the mutual withdrawal' of the 
representatives of France and the Vati- 
can and the suppression of the embassy 
and nunciature as the denunciation of 
ihe concordat requires 
parliamentary 


sanction. Consequently 
fresh develop- 


ments are improbable, until the appoint 
ment of the new bishops come up. Well 
nformed persons do not believe that the 
Vatican will retaliate by withdrawing 
France's protectorate over the eastern 
Catholics.

MILWAUKEE, sTuly 30.— As has long 


been known, the supreme court of the 
state of Wisconsin will be asked to de- 
termine the question of right .between 
the Hepnblicans and the La Folletteites, 
the decision involving the right to place 
upon the official ballot under the regu- 
lar party designation.

to present the case for the consideration 
and action of the court. Whether or 
not a writ of mandamus will be naked to 
compel Secretary of State Houser to 
place the ticket in the regular Repub- 
lican column, or whether the action will 
be in the form of a mandatory injunction 
was not determined. The entire question 
waa thoroughly discussed and Attorneys 
Olin and Green, will confer upon the best 
steps to be taken.
